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ABSTRACTS 


ANTIBIOTICS IN ROOT 
CANAL THERAPY 


An investigation was carried out to 
determine the sensitivity to penicillin of 
organisms isolated from root canals. With 
the increasing use of antibiotics, it was 
felt that some information regarding the 
number of organisms, their distribution 
and sensitivity to the penicillin and other 
antibiotics would be of interest. The 
methods and materials used are described, 
and results given. Aerobic and anaerobic 
organisms from 514 root canals were iso- 
lated and identified. The penicillin sensi- 
tivity of 516 organisms from these root 
canals was tested. A total of 61 organisms 
including 28 yeasts were resistant. More 
research. is needed to decide whether 
treating infected root canals with anti- 
biotics creates a risk by producing re- 
sistant organisms. On the present evi- 
dence it would be unreasonable to restrict 
the careful use of antibiotics in root canal 
therapy. If possible, the sensitivity of the 
infecting organism to antibiotics should 
be tested, and the appropriate antibiotic 
selected. What is needed is a non-irritant 
drug with a wide range of effectiveness 
against bacteria and fungi. Then the anti- 
biotics can be kept in reserve for adminis- 
tration in more serious conditions.—

BURNING SENSATION 
IN THE MOUTH 


A physician writes in to the American 
Medical Journal, requesting advice and 
treatment for a man of 60 years of age 
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who has had a constant burning in the © 
mouth for about ten years. It is not af- 


- fected by cold drinks, local anesthetics or 


antiseptics, nor is there any seasonal or 
daily variation in the sensation. Neither 
is it affected by the presence or absence 
of dentures. Smoking a pack of cigarettes 
a day aggravates the condition slightly. 
There seems to be no visible change in 
the mucosa. The buccal and gingival sur- 
faces are involved, but not the tongue. 
The answer states that a burning sensa- 
tion of the tongue and oral mucosa is 
fairly common, possibly caused by a 
systemic disease such as diabetes, vitamin 
A deficiencies, pernicious anemia, and de- 
creases in the output of saliva. Usually 
the mucosa appears irritated. As dry 
mouth occurs with aging, associated with 
the loss of keratinization of the mucosa, 
the stickiness of the saliva leads to me- 
chanical irritation. This may not cause 
much change in the mucosa. Sometimes 
the burning sensation of the mucosa is 
psychogenic. Since the sensation in this 
patient is not relieved by local anesthetics, 
it appears that the pain is not a localized 
reaction to irritation, but results from 
some conditions that the patient in- 
terprets as a burning reaction.—The 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, Dec. 19, 1953.

Patients requiring specialized 
treatment are (1) young children under 
four requiring extensive treatment, (2) 
nervous, highly strung or uncooperative 
children over four, (3) spastic children 
whose motor paresis renders them unable

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Some Effects of Methods of Treatment 
On Silver Amalgam* 


Donald A. Keys,f A.B., D.D.S., Lincoln, Nebraska

ome fundamental facts are given and 
S explanations are offered with the 

reasons for definite methods of 
manipulation of silver amalgam. Photo- 
graphs are included to give a comparison 
of the results obtained, and show vividly 
why we should handle these restorative 
materials with some precaution. (Fig. 1a 
and 1b.) 

An important factor in the treatment 
of silver amalgam is that of surface dis- 
tortion, and is usually the result of the 
common practice of burnishing. Tarnish- 
ing and broken margins are the outcome 
of a burnished silver alloy. Stresses at the 
periphery of an amalgam likewise cause 
unstable marginal adaptation. The magin- 
al seal is not lasting when subjected to 
burnishing, and in a short time open 
margins are the existing condition. The 
elimination of heavy bevels in the amal- 
gam cavity outline shows a regard for the 
structure of amalgam alloy and the tooth 
structure as well. Greater marginal 
strength is the case when a definite bulk 
of margin is obtained in place of a thin 
outlying arm of metal needed to cover a 
bevel. 

A definite marginal outline and an ap- 
proximate 10° to 15° bevel of some 
length at the gingival area of an amalgam

preparation is preferred to the conven- 
tional bevel. It is a matter of giving the 
greatest benefit where it is most needed. 
No instrument has yet been designed that 
can be adapted to the external enamel 
outline when the regular bevel is used, 
and only secondary condensation of 
amalgam is accomplished. This condition 
results in a weakened marginal adapta- 
tion of the amalgam to the tooth and an 
overbalance of mercury at the periphery 
of the restoration in a very vulnerable 
area. 

The fact that the property changes due 
to deformation and burnishing are them- 
selves the result of changes in internal 
structure of an amalgam restoration is an 
important observation. The change in 
metallic properties and why the deform- 
ing mechanism of a metal cause undesir- 
able disturbances should concern us. The 
effect of distortion and fragmentation on - 
the structure of the granular units of a 
metal has a decided influence on the 
quality of the finished restoration. 

There is something tenacious and co- 
hesive in the metallic type of bond which 
makes most metals oppose external forces 
preventing displacement and breaking 
down of the substance. (Fig. 2.) This is 
one of the factors that makes them desir- 
able for our use. 

Further study shows that the metals are 
complex in structure and made up of a 
mass of crystalline grains. The piece of 
metal to be examined is carefully polished 
and the grain boundaries made dis-

imen as Fig. 3a showing results of burnishing

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tinguishable by chemical etching. This 
process reveals areas of low resistance to 
chemical attack. Occluded foreign mat- 
ter and other irregularities are then seen 
by lower power examination, which were 
present before, but not visible. (Fig. 3a 
and 3b.) 

Plastic flow in crystalline metal sub- 
stances occur principally through trans- 
crystalline slip and not by a relative 
movement of the crystals themselves. This 
separating phase caused by burnishing 
produces a segregation and fragmentation 
resulting in an area inviting local attack 
by corrosion because of the minute open- 
ings and fissures present. (Fig. 4.) 

When a metal or alloy is unelastically 
deformed and permanent “set” occurs, 
the grains of the matrix become distorted. 
The deformation or elongation of the in- 
dividual crystalline unit is not greatly 
affected, but the actual “block” fragmen- 
tation is the condition that leads to weak- 
ness of the restoration. 


The block movement along the gliding 


planes causes step-like irregularities to 
appear on the surface of the alloy. This 
steplike condition denotes where slip has 
occurred. As a shearing stress is applied 
and the slip proceeds further, deforma- 
tion takes place with minute open fissures 
inviting penetration of fluids and a gen- 
eral breaking down of the alloy. 

When a metal whose surface has been 
previously polished and etched is de- 
formed as in burnishing, it will be found 
by macroscopic examination that many of 
the grains are crossed by a number of 
fine, roughly parallel lines. These bands 
are plainly the surface marking of some 
sort of internal adjusting procedure 
which the individual grains of the aggre- 
gate resort to in order to defer rupture. 
The slip bands are then irregularities on 
the metal’s polished surface caused by 
projecting ends of the “blocks” that have 
resulted from the gliding over one an- 
other of portions of the mass. Application 
of larger deforming loads increase the 
number of the slip bands in any one di-

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rection and other sets of bands develop. 
Thus we have a block slip in more than 
one direction, and this, if continued, re- 
sults in actual fragmentation. 

This visible manifestation of the effects 
of burnishing lends to a final condition 


of minute breaks, and lack of soundness 


of the alloy. A silver amalgam restoration. 


results which has poor edge strength, in- 
adequate marginal adaptation and a sur- 
face condition that will not retain a 
polish. 

The physical and chemical effects of 
deformation and burnishing are great. As 
a test, if a strain-free metal is placed 
along with a strained metal in an aqueous 
solution of salts of the metal (forming a 
galvanic current) the strained specimen 
is subject to accelerated corrosion. A like 
condition exists in the mouth. 

Polishing methods should also receive 
consideration. Extremely detrimental ef- 
fects are produced when heat is created 
with fast running polishing instruments. 
(Fig. 6a and 6b.) The generated heat in 


amalgam will cause mercury to be drawn 
to the surface and materially weaken the 
restoration and affect its surface finish. 
The attempt to draw margins by abrasive 
agents in polishing is also injurious and is 
only a temporary means of cavity seal. 
Improper mercury-alloy ratio also shows 
its effect (Fig. 7.) 

These graphic illustrations, to give 
proof of the undesirable effects of certain 
practices in manipulation of materials, 
are offered with the hope that the evi- 
dence contained in the low power photo- 
micrographs will make us aware that 
there are definite differences in the final 
results obtained, and that consideration 
should be given to the properties and 
treatment of the restorative materials. 
(Fig. 8.)

to properly cooperate, and (4)  sub- 
normal children. The techniques de- 
scribed here are used by the authors in 
private practice, and have proved emi- 
nently successful. They have been found 
to be suitable for hospitalized patients 
and for ambulatory patients who are to 
be anesthetized in the dental office. Par- 
ents of the children treated are pleased 
with this innovation which permits all the 
dental work to be carried out in one 
sitting without psychic trauma. A care- 
fully chosen modern anesthetic technique 
enables the dental surgeon to provide a 
high standard of treatment with a mini- 
mum loss of operating time as well. The 
family doctor should be consulted about 
the child’s general health and_ psychic 
makeup before deciding on any plan. 
The method of anesthesia should be de- 
cided entirely by the specialist anesthetist.

present average age of all practicing den- 
tists in Israel is 54 years. There is an ever 
increasing population, composed of im- 
migrants from sections of Asia and Africa 
who have never seen a dentist. These 
people have had a minimum of medical 
and dental care, making the load for the 
present practitioners almost insurmount- 
able. A younger generation trained in the 
modern concepts of dentistry is absolutely 
necessary. It was for this reason that 
Alpha Omega pledged its support for 
this project.
